working: for principals in New York. 
They began writing for bail but none 
was forthcoming, and a short time'ago 
it dawned' upon Clark that they were 
being double crossed. He finally con- 
vinced the Portsmouth

since he did _not own the liquor, the 
5100 fine for transportation was suffi- 
cient and promised that if he were 
freed he would give the names of the 
principals. Clark was able to pay the 
$100 fine and the names are now In 
the archives of the New Hampshire 
liquor law enforcement men. Sooner 
or later the principals will be brought 
into the net.

I doubled ^n intensity during the past 
'year, according to a report just issued, 
by Director J. C. Kendell of the State 
College Extension Service . Ninety- 
three per cent of the farm territory of 
the state was reached by'the activi- 
ties of the service; and the number of 
demonstrations increased 91 per cent 
over the previous year. There '•were- 
,2292 of these demonstrations, covering. 
|the work.of the agricultural, home 
! demonstration and boys' 
and girls' 


I club agents. • 
j An outstanding achievement was 
the success of the demonstrations of 
certified seed potatoes. 
As compared 


with common stock, these "carefully 
selected strains yielded an average in- 
crease of 02 bushels per acre. Over 
100 demonstrations were held in this 
work alone. 


Similarly valuable results were ob- 


tained in the 124 poultry culling dem- 
onstrations, at which 0600 birds were 
handled. Records from 32 flocks kept 
for a week prior to the demonstration 
and a week afterwards showed that 
100 of the selected layers equalled 540 
culls In egg production. 


Alfalfa, cutting three crops to the 


season, Is coming into the 
southern 


counties quite generally as a result 
of tho demonstrations, 
which 
now 


number more than SO, whilo vetch is 
proving a profitable legume in Coos 
County, and clover Is being urged all 
over the state. The encouragement of 
legumes has been a feature 
of ' the 


work, and lime has been constantly 
stressed In order to make these crops' 
successful. Over 2100 tons 
of lime 


jwere ordered co-operatively. 
| Dairy feeding schools, at which far- 
mers learned to mil rations that saved 
them'as high as 40 cents a day; "or- 
chard pruning and spraying demon- 
strations; the keeping of farm 
ac- 


counts: top-dressing and pasture im- 
provement; and 'home mixing of fer- 
tilizers were other features of the 
agricultural xvork. 


Clothing waa a particularly popular 


project among the women

The Art of Captions. 


Writers of newspaper headlines, througrrexigencies of type 


limitations, have contributed, largely to the English language 
coloring, or, at least, to the coloring of the English language as 
it -is spoken in America. And though many, of the pet words 
never will be found in the mouth of the average man many a 
word,-hitherto-of a jocose reputation, has been raised to an 
accepted standard of fitness if not actual dignity of expression. 
The newspaper headwfiter may be, and often is, quite as wear- 
ied and annoyed at the necessity for sweeping and 'stereotyped 
succinctness as the average reader who daily absorbs "probe 
and similar good and faithful standbys. 


Consider, for instance, the case of the Daugherty ruling 


against the use of liquor aboard ships. A headwriter is limited 
by the number of letters and spaces in a given line—usually 
ranging from 13 units to 18 or 19.- "Liquor" frequently was 
too long a word in the combination of words necessary to sum 
up the. body of the article in two lines of caption. Timidly he 
turned to "rum," a good enough word m itself but from past 
usage rather meaning something more than liquor itself. But 
•the,word suited the occasion and day by day it crept into the 
headlines. "Hooch" had served its purposes in another phase 
of the liquor-controversy. And So "rum" has come to be ac- 
cepted as a.synonym for "liquor" though all liquors are not 
"rum" strictly speaking. 
.

No headwriter ever hoped or intended, rather is it the oppo- 


site, that his use of "youth" and "slain" and. such nice little 
aides-de-camp ever should get into the mouths of the mob. _ 


;; Both are good words, however, injaewspaper making because 


they are handy and expressive "eye" words and may be justi- 
fied for no other reason. A "youth" implies something more 
than a "boy" and a little less than a "man" as measured in 
terms of years. Hence, they are descriptive and accurate 


No newspaper headwriters do not talk in the language they 


sometimes employ in their headwriting. And-if-'one doubts 
their judgment, when .he has left .off reading this, just let him 
try to write two lines of 30-point Gothic7 say 16 units.to the 
line, and tell if he can what this is all about.

The Chamber of Commerce of an Eastern state has drawn 


up a resolution calling for an international conference to im- 
prove the Gregorian calendar, in use throughout most of the 
civilized world today. The proposed new calendar would em- 
brace 13 months of four weeks each, a year ot 36>days and a 
day to be known as January 0, to sandwich between December 
31 and New Year's Day.. 
Leap year, the resolution provides, would be an inter- 


national holiday, .dropped somewhere, among the 365 days 
where it could be enjoyed with fair prospects of good weather. 
The thirteenth month, the odd one, .would be inserted between 
June and July, and as a consequence everyone would know 
without asking on what day New Year's comes, and could for- 
get once and for all whether to figure on a 30 or 3i. day month.

since time immemorial. That we are far from a state of per- 
fection in many phases of our everyday life does nof need 
reiteration. Our archaic and antiquated method of Computing

bridge, -the contractors have been mak-. 
ing good headway. The side, walk rail- 
ing'on the draw section is now In-place 
the planking-oh the side, walks will-be 
cqpipleted by tonight and a good part 
of the -electrical work Is finished. 


The -work of planking the draw sec- 


tion was started, .today and this will be 
finished In a weeks time. The Ameri- 
can Bridge Company .has practically 
completed the steel work and -will start 
taking down the construction gear on 
the top of the towers very shortly. 


The operating house on the draw- 


span Is one of "the:: most 
interesting 


parts"'of the -bridge". Here-are housed 
on top of the draw all Of the operating 
machinery, simple but very- powerful. 
The big 500 foot span- Is lifted and.low- 
ered by two 200 horse power motors, 
attached 'by gear drives to the steel 
drums over which pass the big cables 
which raise and lower the draw.. On 
ea-ch of -these motors are two electri- 
cal .brakes which .are 
automatically 


set if there Is -any accident to the lift- 
Ing apparatus or If the electricity Is 
shut off. These, brakes are .also opera- 
ted by : ' ir.d b'rake'which'Is handled 
by the- 
_^-.neer, The., gear drives are 


heavy, ai.d powerful and impress ,one 
with their great power. 


There are two elactric switch boards 


and all of the operation of the draw is 
by electricity. When the dfaw reaches 
•within a few feet of the ' top of the 
towers there is an automatic cut out 
which sets -the brakes and the draw 
cannot be hoisted any higher except 
by releasing this -brake and easing It 
up to the top check. 'The same acts 
true of a cut out which stops the draw 
within a few feet-of the bridge when 
coming down so that it cannot come 
'down with a, bump, tout must be eased 
Into position'. The' whole operation of 
the draw Is controlled by the operator 
with a single lever. A£ a warning that 
the bridge is going up, a'gong on "the 
draw house rings" for "twenty'seconds 
and traffic Is given an opportunity to 
get off the -span, :before 
the gates, 


which are on both sides of the draw 
span, close, and holds traffic back un- 
til the draw again comes back to posi- 
tion. The gates are substantial and 
should be able to check an automobile 
but if they should fall, 1£ .the draw 4s 
up 'to its full 
height, ' the counter 


weight -boxes will be within three feet 
of the deck and would block even a 
battering ram.
